Among matters demanding at- 
tention are a thorough esamina- 
tion of the bureau’s alcohol and 
tobacco tax division, the former 
alcohol tax unit, whose closets 
are thought to contain numerous 
skeletons; a check on the opera- 
tion of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau’s reorganization plan, and a 
further study of the relationship 
between the bureau and the tax 
division of the Justice Depart- 
ment. 

Representative Cecit R. King 
(Dem.), California, chairman of 
the subcommittee during its often 
sensational 19-month $235,000 in- 
quiry, said in connection with the 
issuance of the subcommittee’s re- 


port last night that he unders 
the group would be reconstituted 
when the Republicans organize 
Congress in January. 

King Will Resign. 

King said he himself would 
not be a member of the new sub- 
committee, an offspring of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, as he. would “resign and re- 
turn to being a Congressman 
again.” He said he had neglected 
his district for two years because 
of the work entailed by the com- 
mittee job. He probably will be 
succeeded as chairman by Repre- 
sentative Robert W. Kean (Rep.), 
New Jersey. 

The committee made no effort 
in the 56-page report to pass 
judgment on the specifie cases 
that came before it. The findings 
were discussed in general terms. 
Some of the corrective measures 
advocated wexe incorporated in 
legislation introduced by a 
year ago; others will be n 
into a new bijl now being planned, 

As to the subcommittee’s work, 
King said: 

“We have seen the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue reorganized.and 
removed from politics. The bu- 
reau is embarked on a real pro- 
gram of self-policing which should 
enable it to eliminate untrust- 
worthy employes from its ranks. 
Great improvements in the proc- 
essing of criminal tax fraud cases 
have been achieved, particularly 
through abanddénment of policies 
which have led to abuse in the 
past. The subcommittee is confi- 
dent that our tax system will not 
return to its former condition if 
the bureau leadership will adhere 
to its newly adopted policies. 

One point likely to be discussed 
in the next Congress is whether 
the Internal Revenue Bureau 
should be made an independent 
agency. The subcommittee sug- 
gested consideration be given this 
question, noting there is friction 
within the revenue system be- 
cause of the different functions 
of the bureau and its parent, the 
Treasury Department. 


Bill to Be Reintroduced. 

King said he personally did not 
see that anything would be gained 
by separating the agencies, but he 
went along with the idea that the 
matter was worth studying. The 
separation plan has been pro- 
moted by Representative Carl T. 
Curtis (Rep.), Nebraska, a sub- 
committee member, who plans to 
reintroduce his bill to remove the 
bureau from th: “political influ- 
ence” of the Treasury. 

The subcommittee devoted a 
considerable part of its . report 
to a discussion of tax practition- 
ers—lawyers and. accountants au- 
thorized to practice before the

A Terminal Railroad engineer 
was killed and four trainmen 
were injured slightly today when 
Wabash and Terminal freight 
trains collided at the May street 
crossing of the two lines, north 
of Merchants Bridge approach. 

The man killed was John Han- 
nefin, 1123 Boland drive, Rich- 
mond Heights, who jumped or 
was thrown from his cab under 
a coal hopper car immediately be- 
hind his locomotive. He was 64 


years old and an employe of the 
Terminal since 1911. 

Injured, all treated at hospitals 
for cuts and bruises, were Philip 
R.. Minks, 5418 Fletcher street, 
Jennings, Terminal fireman, and 
three crewmen of the Wabash 
train, Edward Marx, 3243 Waver- 
ly avenue, East St. Louis, engi- 
neer; Findley G. Goode, 10215 
Anthony lane, St. Ann, fireman, 
and Raymond Mansfield, 7208 Mc- 
Casland avenue, East St. Louis, 
switchman. . 

The Terminal train, pulling 
about 40 cars, had crossed west 
on the bridge and was moving 
slowly northwest on the approach 
when it struck the Wabash train 
at the track intersection. 

A Wabash spokesman said the 
Wabash locomotive, which had 
crossed the bridge earlier, was 
motionless on the _ intersection 
when hit. . 

The locomotives, both diesels, 
left the tracks, the Terminal lo- 
comotive jackknifing with a coal 
car behind it and coming to rest 
on the trucks of the coal car. 
Three other freight cars also left 
the tracks, one turning on its 
side. 

Hannefin's body was removed 
from under the coal car and “its 
contents an hour after the acci- 
dent, which occurred about 11:15 
a.m. 

Spokesmen for both railroads 
agreed the Wabash train had the 
right-of-way. They said an in- 
vestigation would be held to as- 
certain why the Terminal train 
failed to stop.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (AP)—Ap- 
parently suffering a toothache, 
President-elect Eisenhower visit- 
ed a dentist today. 

As he entered his automobile, 


he was rubbing his jaw. with his 
left hand. 

“I’m going to see a dentist,” 
he told a reporter. “I'll be back 
in about an hour. It’s purely per- 
sonal. It’s purely personal.” 

The General was accompanicd 
by his physician, Brig. Gen. How- 
ard Snyder. Snyder said later the 
General had broken a porcelain 
cap on an upper front tooth. 

Eisenhower spent Christmas 
with his family, opening pack- 
ages beside the big Christmas 
tree, eating a turkey dinner, and 
playing with his three grandchil- 
dren—Da-id, 4, Barbara, 2, and 
Susan, 11 months. The Eisen- 
hower’s son, John, is a major in 
Korea. 

With Eisenhower and his wife, 
Mamie, throughout the day were 
the General’s mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Elvira Doud, and their daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. John Eisenhower. 
Several old friends dropped in, 
but.the only ones identified: were 
Mr. and Mgs. Jock Lawrence of 
New York. Lawrence served as a 
colonel under Eisenhower during 
World War II. 


‘SHARP’ ARKANSAS 
QUAKE RECORDED 
AT ST. LOUIS U. 


A “sharp” earthquake about 195 
miles south of St. Louis was re- 
corded on the St. Louis Univer- 
sity seismegraph Christmas eve 
at 10:24 o’clock, the university 
reported today. 

No damage was reported, but 
the quake attracted widespread 
notice. Two distinct shocks, one 
about two seconds after the other, 
were noted. Blytheville, Ark.) po- 
lice were flooded with calls. 

The area in which the temblor 
occurred is in northeast Arkan- 
sas, roughly the same region in 
which the destructive series of 
earthquakes took place in 1811 
and 1812.

Convention to Run 
Through Wednesday— 
Most of Program. to 
Be Held at Auditorium.

The 119th meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, attracting scien- 
tists from all over the United 
States, opened here today. 

The program, exténding through 
Wednesday, includes 1500 scien- 
tific papers, covering virtually all 
branches of science. 

About 2500 professional men 


from other cities are expected to |} 


attend the meeting, together with 
another 2500 St. Louis scientists, 
Raymond L. Taylor, assistant ad- 
ministrative secretary of the asso- 
ciation, said. 

Most of the 375 gessions will 
be held at Kiel Auditorium. 
Others will be conducted at down- 
town hotels and on the Washing- 
ton University campus. 

Sessions will be open to the 
public for the first time in the 
association’s 105-year history. 
Registration badges will be re- 
quired for admission only to the 
Science Theater, ,where motion 
pictures will be shown, the biolo- 
gists’ smoker and a reception fol- 
lowing the presidential address. 

Fields of study to be reported 
range from nuclear physics and 
medical research to the philoso- 
phy of science and speleology, the 
study of caves. 

Three general symposia, spon- 
sored by the association as a 
whole, will be conducted on sub- 
jects considered of _ especially 
wide interest or timeliness. All 
will be held at Kiel Auditorium. 


Symposium On Disasters. 

“Disaster Recovery” will be 
discussed at ‘a symposium start- 
ing tomorrow at 9:30 a.m. and 
continuing through the afternoon. 

Speakers at the morning. ses- 
sion, on the nature of disasters, 
will include the Rev. James B. 
Macelwane S.J., dean of the St. 
Louis University Institute 4of

The board hopes to be able to 
increase the number of policemen 
assigned to the traffic division, 
and will order more training for 
traffic policemen.

200 More Officers Needed. 


The size of the St. Louis police 
force currently is limited to 1915 
members. At least 200 additional 
policemen are needed in view of 
the population growth, it has been 
pointed out previously, and Oster- 
tag said legislation authorizing 
this increase, which would make 
it possible to enlarge the traffic 
force of 182 men, will be sought 
from the 1953 Missouri Legisla- 
ture. 

A study made 10 years ago in- 
dicated that the traffic division 
should have 120 more men than 
the number now assigned, he re- 
called. 

To provide additional training 
for traffic policemen, personnel 
of the traffic division will be sent 
to institutes such as those con- 
ducted by Northwestern Univer- 
sity, Ostertag said. 

All members of the police force 
aré given refresher courses each 
year as part of the in-service 
training program, and the 1953 
program will include lectures on 
accident investigation, intoxica- 
tion tests and other traffic prob- 
ems. 

A small group of police person- 
ne] will be trained to discuss 
traffic problems before civic and 
school organizations, 

Ostertag asserted that the basic 
traffic problem lies in the inade- 
quacy of street and parking facili- 
ties to accomniddate the large 
and growing number of automo- 
biles. This problem calls for 
engineering and public education 
as well as traffic law enforcement, 
he emphasized. 

List of Recommendations. 

The Police Board recommended 
that the following measures be 
considered: 

1, A “bold policy” of establish- 
ing additional one-way streets 
running east and west. 

2. Use of more electric traffic 
controls at downtown intersec- 
tions, as recommended in 1942, to 
release policemen now assigned 
to these corners for other traffic 
duties. 

3. Provision for additional 
downtown parking facilities. 

4. A “more favorable legal 
climate” for enforcement of traf- 
fic laws; the 1942 study suggested 
this might be achieved through a 
model traffic ordinance, establish- 
ment of legal limits of intoxica- 
tion, and a requirement that per- 
sons involved in accidents be 
made responsible for reporting 
an injury, death or property dam- 
age amounting to $50 or more. 

5. Greater community interest 
in the traffic problem. A com- 
mittee representing downtown 
business interests and studying 
the problem would be helpful, it 
was suggested, and might consider 
such steps as regulation of truck 
delivery periods, provision for 
parking employes’ automobiles 
away from the congested area, 
staggering of working hours and

The increasing seriousness of 
the city’s traffic problem is at- 
tested by the fact that there 
have been 115 deaths in auto- 
mobile accidents this year.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 — Air 
Force officials disclosed yester- 
day that its fastest and most 
lethal bomber may be a death- 
trap for its own pilots in combat 
or other flight emergencies. 

To remedy this, all Boeing B-47 
Stratojets built from now on will 
be equipped with explosive-pro- 
pelled ejection seats similar to 
those used on the latest-type jet 
fighter planes. 

The modification has been or- 
dered to insure that the men fly- 
ing the Air Force’s jet replace- 
ment for its B-29 and B-50 pis- 
ton-engine atomic bombers can 
safely use their parachutes to es- 
cape from crippled B-27s. Air 
Force experts are not at all sure 
it is possible to get out of pres- 
ent-type Stratojets alive—except 
when they are on the ground. 


Whether the large fleet of B-47s 
that already has been built and 
is being used on an ever-increas- 
ing scale by the Strategic Air 
Command will be “retro-fitted” 
with pilot ejection seats is a mat- 
ter still under debate in the Air 
Force. Such a modification of 
existing B-47s, the experts say, 
would require a.complete rede- 
sign of the forward portion of 
the fuselage and be “tremendous- 
‘ly costly—upward of $250,000 for 
each airplane.” 
| Air Force officials say they 
know of no instance in which 
the pilots of a B-47 have bailed 
out successfully, though a num- 
ber of such planes have been lost 


in accidents of various sorts. They 
add that there have been two 
B-47 crashes in which the pos- 
sibility existed that the pilots may 
have attempted to use their para- 
chutes and were killed in the at- 
tempt. Primarily, it was the sus- 
picions aroused in investigation 
of these two cases that resulted 
in the decision to fit all future 
B-47s with ejection-seat escape 
cockpits. 

One theory advanced by inves- 


tigators was that the pilots may | 


have attempted to leave their 
bombers through the manually- 
releasable cockpit canopy and 
that this swept back in the high- 
speed air-stream and either be- 
headed or knocked them uncon- 
scious. The new _ ejection-seat 
B-47s, like jet fighters now hav- 
ing the same type equipment, also 
will be fitted with explosively- 
ejected cockpit canopies which 
must be blown free of the air- 
plane before the ejection seat will 
function. 

Present B-47s also have escape 
hatches in the bottom of the 
fuselage but these always have 
been recognized as suicidal un- 
less the plane’s wheels were re- 
tracted and its bomb bay doors 
closed at the time they were 
used. Even under these circum- 
stances, a recent series of tests, 
in which  parachute-equipped 
man-sized dummies were dropped 
through them, is said to have in- 
dicated serious doubt that any 
pilot would ever live to tell about 
using this escape route. 


ARMY SENDING NEW 
WALKER BULLDOG 
TANKS INTO FIELD 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP) 
-—-The Army hag started sending 


the new light Walker Bulldog 
tank to troops in the field. Wheth- 
er forces in Korea are receiving 
the tanks was not disclosed. The 
announcement said the exact des- 
tination of the first tanks issued 
would not be made public. 

The Walker Bulldog is a 26- 
ton tank with a high velocity 
76-millimeter gun and is designed 
for reconnaissance and patrol. 

The number of tanks issued for 
use by troops was not disclosed, 
although the Army said sevral 
hundred are awaiting changes in 
gun sighting and turret control 
before they are turned over to 
troops. 

These modifications are being 
made at Frankfort Arsenal, Phila- 
delphia, and by the Cadillac divi- 
sion of General Motors at Cleve- 
land, where the tanks are built. 

On the function of the new 
light tank, the Army said: “Its 
primary role is detection of 
points of enemy strengths and 
weakness, which are reported 
‘back to commanders. It has the 
ability to destroy small enemy 
units, and meets the modern de- 
mand for air transport ability.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—The 
incoming Eisenhower administra- 
tion called on Soviet Prime Minis- 
ter Stalin today to put forward 
any “concrete proposals” he may 
wish to make for promoting peace 
and promised that they would be 
“seriously and sympathetically 

received.” 

John Foster Dulles, who will be 
Secretary of State in the new 
Republican administration, took 
this position in a statement he 
issued here commenting on an- 
swers given by Stalin to four 
questions put to him by James 
| Reston, diplomatic correspondent 
| Of the New. York Times. 

In his answers, the Soviet dic- 
tator said he favored the holding 
of diplomatic conversations with 
representatives of the incoming 
administration with a view.to are 
ranging a meeting between Presi- 
|dent-elect Eisenhower and Stalin. 

Stalin said also in his replies 
‘to Reston that he would co-oper- 
ate in any “new diplomatic ap- 
proach designed to bring about an 
end to the Korean war.” 

“I agree to co-operate because 
the U.S.S.R. is interested in end- 
ing the war in Korea,” Stalin said 
in answer to one question. 

Telephone Consultation. 

Dulles made his comment today 
after talking with Gen. Eisen- 
hower in New York by telephone. 

The Republican Administra- 
| tion’s reply to Stalin’s “peace 
feeler” was a ¢all for deeds to 
back up the Soviet dictator's 
words, and a reminder that diplo- 
| matic and United Nations chan- 
‘nels are always open for the con- 
| duct of official business between 
| Moscow and Washington and other 
| western capitals. 
| “JT have read with Interest the 
published account of Mr. Stalin's 
views,” Dulles said. “If these 
mean that Mr. Stalin has concrete 
proposals to make to the new 
administration after it takes of- 
fice, he can rest assured that they 
will be seriously and sympatheti- 
cally received, 

“Diplomatic or United Nations 
channels of communication are al- 
ways available for such purposes 
and for exchanges of view de- 
signed to find ways to promote 
peace and international good 
will.” 

Follows Truman Pattern. 

| Observers here noted with spe- 
cial interest three points that 
'seemed clear in Dulles’s state- 
ment: 

| 4. Gen. Eisenhower and Dulles 
‘have reacted to S§talin’s latest 
“peace gesture” in essentially the 
‘same way that the outgoing Dem- 
|ocratic administration has always 
done — namely, by calling for 
deeds to back up protestations of 
' peaceful intentions. 

| 2. Dulles has indicated that the 
Republican administration will be 
‘receptive to “concrete proposals” 


‘only “after it takes office,” and 
| not, apparently, before then. 

| 3. The incoming secretary of 
|state has said nothing about the 
possibility of a personal meeting 
‘between Gen. Eisenhower and 
‘Stalin. Instead, he has stressed 
the fact that “diplomatic and 
United Nations channels of com- 
munication” are available for 
transacting official business, 

First Diplomatic Test.

NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (AP)— 
The election of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower as President of the 
United States, returning the Re- 
publican party to the White House 
after a 20-year absence, was voted 
the best news story of the year 
in the Associated Press poll of 
editors. : 

The best story—written by 
more than 61,500,000 voters—was 
by far the best. No other story 
came close to challenging the 
triumph of the 62-year-old war 
hero, who pulled off his battle 
jacket and then swapped punches 
with his opponent, Gov. Adai 
Stevenson of Illinois, and Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman in an emo- 
tion-packed presidential election 
campaign that was one of the 
longest, hardest and dirtiest. 
So complete was Eisenhower's 
triumph that he rolled up nearly 
34,000,000 votes to his Demo- 
cratic opponent’s 27,000,000, split 
the Solid South, and swept the 
G.O.P. into narrow control of 
both branches of Congress. Need- 
ing 266 electoral votes to go 
over the top, he won 39 states 
with 422 to Stevenson’s nine 
states with 89 electoral votes.

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In addition to criticising the 
practitioner system, the subcom- 
mittee observed that “a number 
of unqualified and unscrupulous 
persons are at present engaged in 
the preparation of tax returns for 
compensation,” and it recom- 
mended that some isystem of 
registration be set up for persons 
who make a business of aiding 
taxpayers prepare returns. 

F Roster Reduced. 

The subcommittee noted that 
because of its activities the 
Treasury Department terminated 
fs enrollments last March and 

ave each enrollee six months in 
which to re-enroll, resulting in a 
reduction of the roster from 
97,000 to 49,000 names. 

But, the report continued, 
“virtually no precautions’ were 
taken to prevent re-enrollment of 
a person fraudulently or incor- 
rectly answering the questions 
and no real attempt was made to 
deny new cards to those against 
whom disciplinary action was 
pending. 

“In other words, the re-enroll- 
ment program to purge the Treas- 
ury of unwholesome elements has 
already been dealt a crippling 
blow. A great opportunity for 
achieveing substantial reform has 
been cast away by improper ad- 
ministration.” 

For illustration the subcommit- 
tee appended a list of 40 cases, 
none identified by name, in which 
the department failed to weed 
out those who should have been 
dropped from the rolls. Of these 
40 persons, 17 “presumed to ap- 
ply for new enrollment, and 15 
received it, without hearing or 
investigation,” the report stated. 

The cases cited were of this 
nature: 

One case, identified only as 
“No. 15,” had been charged with 
perjury in a tax fraud prosecu- 
tion and with having prepared 
false returns for a client. He also 
had been accountant for a well- 
known gambler tried for criminal 
tax fraud in 1949. and gave per- 
jured testimony, at the trial, ac- 
cording to the report. It said 
the tax intelligence division rec- 
ommended that. “No. 15” be 
barred from handling cases but 
“no action was ever taken...

With respect to corruption 
within the Internal Reyenue Bu- 
reau. the subcommittee said that 
“flagrant” cases such as those 
turned up at public bearings 
should be rare if new control 


programs are properly adminis-| 


tered. 

The subcommittee also pro- 
posed that taxpayers be required 
to keep records of ‘their income, 
spending and sources of income 
to make it tougher to cheat the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. 

The report said the Treasury 
has agreed to check and report 
to Congress on the extent to 
which employers are avoiding 
taxes by giving favored employes 
free autos, vacations and fancy 
expense accounts. - 

The subcommittee said taxpay- 
ers who claim large business de- 
ductions but have not kept rec- 
ords to back them up put “temp- 
tation” in the way of tax agents 
who have discretion in making an 
allowance for expenses. 

“Stricter requirements for 
keeping of reasonably detailed 
records by taxpayers” would 
eliminate any need for guessing 
at deductions, it said. 

It added this record-keeping 
also would reduce the risk that 
most taxpayers who have no sub- 
stantial business deductions may 
feel others “are not paying their 
fair share of taxes.” - 

Because the subcommittee 
thought that one sure sign of cor- 
ruption of a bureau employe was 
unaccountable affluence, it rec- 
ommended two methods of fer- 
reting out lawbreakers. One is 
the net worth questionnaire now 
distributed to about half the bu- 
reau employes (such categories as 
stenographers and minor clerks 
are not included) and the other 
is the periodical audit of em- 
ployes’ tax returns. 

Administration of these two 
programs is handled by the in- 
spection service, which was cre- 
ated in October 1951. The service 
also has other duties involving 
checks on employes. This inter-

Stimulated by subcommittee 
recommendations, the report con- 
tinued, the bureau effected pro- 
cedural reforms “which should 
speed up handling of fraud cases 
and provide a more regular and 
consistent pattern of justice in 
such cases.” 

A matter still unsettled, the 
subcommittee said, is what policy 
to pursue with respect to the 
prosecution of an accused tax 
evader whose life or sanity might 
be jeopardized by trial. The sub- 
committee hearings indicated a 
relatively large number of tax- 
payers facing criminal prosecu- 
tion were let off because of health 
and that the policy was subject 
to confusion and abuse. 

As a result of subcommittee 
pressure the bureau decided a 
year ago that it would no longer 
take into account the taxpayer's 
health in deciding whether crimi- 
nal prosecution should be recom- 
mended.

HONG KONG, Dec. 26 (AP)— 
The last two of five Canadian 
nuns triedeby the Chinese Com- 
munists in the widely propagan- 
dized “orphanage murder case” 
in Canton entered Hong Kong to- 
night after nearly two years in 
prison. 

They are Sister Superior An- 
toinette Couvrette, 38 years old, 
Joliette, Que., and Sister Jer- 
maine Gravel, 43, Three Rivers, 
Que. They said they were ex- 
pelled unexpectedly and without 
explanation after serving only 
part of five-year sentences for 
“the murder of 2116 orphans.” 

They were met at the border 
by Sister Jermaine Tanguay, 
Canadian citizen who was born 
in Nashua, N. H. She and Sis- 
ters Inulda Laperriere and Eliza- 
beth Lemire, both of Quebec, 
shared the ordeal with Sisters 
Couvrette and Gravel. but were 
expelled last February. 

The case drew world attention 
Dec. 12, 1951, when the five nuns 
were stoned and reviled in a four- 
hour public trial which was broad- 
cast over the Canton radio. The 
Reds jailed the nuns March 19, 
1951. They were among the first 
orphanage workers to be charged 
with the murder of mmates.

Average pension payments cur- 
rently are still considerably be- 
low the subsistence level, the 
group said, and it added: ~ 

“Benefits are lew, on the aver- 
age considerably below subsist- 
ence except for those few, some 
350,000, who are drawing pensions 
under both old age and survivors. 
insurance and private plans.” 

The report said that payments 
at current levels probably will be 
far too low in the future which it 
pictured as an era of a 600-billion- 
dollar annual income by 1975, 
with a vast increase on the num- 
ber of aged persons living on 
pensions. 

The study said that 15 years 
ago only 6,000,000 workers .were 
covered by any type of pension or 
retirement pay plan. It said that 
now the federal Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance system blankets 
47,000,000 workers and other Gov- 
ernment programs cover another 


Principles Accepted. 

Most of the report and recom-. 
mendations centered around the 
Old Age and Survivors Insurance 
program. The report claimed gen- 
eral public acceptance of these 
principles: 

1. An opportunity for continued 
work or prodyctive capacity for 
aged persons, those who have 
passed 65 years or other age lim- 
its for pensions. 

2. A public program “directed 
to income maintenance for the 
aged” over and above anything 
‘individuals or unions may arrange 
im the line of. pensions or retire- 
ment benefits. 

3. Gradual elimination of “a 
test of need” for the basjc public 
program of assisting the aged. 

4. Contributions by both work- 
ers and employers to the public 
program of pensions. 

5. Acceptance of private pen- 
sion plans as supplements to the 
public program. 

The study said the average 
monthly benefit for a 65-year-old 
worker under OASI was $47, that 
for a married couple 65 or older 
$80 and that for a widow over 65 
only $40. 

Although Congress has pro- 
vided a higher benefit rate for 
the future, the study questioned 
that this will meet expected in- 
creases in living standards and 
costs. 

Increase in Aged Group. 

The report said there now are 
13,000,000 persons over 65 years 
of age in this country, of whom 
about 4,000,000 are working or 
wives of workers. It estimated 
these totals would increase to 20,- 
000,000 above 65 and 13,000,000 
non-earners by 1975. 

Even with more aged getting 
benefits and the monthly pay- 
ments increasing, the report pre- 
dicted that this would require 
only about 3.7 per cent of the es- 
timated 600-billion-dollar income 
in 1975. 

The study said the aged group 
most greatly in need of assistance 
now includes widows, unable to 
take or get jobs, and permanently 
disabled who do not qualify for 
veterans, blind or similar as- 
sistance. 

It listed as two possible dangers 
in present systems these trends: 

Private pension plans_ that 
“bind the workers to a particular 
company or union and rob him 
of his independence” because his 
pension rights loom too large to 
make job shifts which often are 
necessary for the national good or 
defense. 

Use of huge and impersonal 
Government plans “to control be- 
havior and buy allegiance to a 
particular code,” noting that Hit- 
ler did this in Nazi Germany.

Stalin Views Now Factor. 

A new factor of uncertain 
weight was injected into the 
knotty situation yesterday with 

ublication by the New York 

imes of a reply from Premier 
Stalin to four questions asked by 
the Times. 

Stalin said Russia is interested 
{n ending the Korean war, and 
that he would co-operate in any 
new diplomatic approach toward 
a truce. However, the question 
remained: How much of a price 
would he demand for peace? 

A mere public indorsement of 
peace in Korea is not noticeably 
different from the past Russian 
position, which—at least for 
propaganda purposes—has been 
in favor of a truce. The new 
statement, however, raised the 
question whether Stalin may have 
been convinced by now that the 
Comngunists have nothing more to 
gain in Korea. , 

Some authorities here believe 
that Eisenhower's major plans— 
charted in broad outlines aboard 
the cruiser Helena—are still fluid 
and may continue so until, upon 
taking office, he gets a final look 


ve. 
2. An offensive up to the Man- 
churian border of north Korea 
could be ordered, but apparently 
military men consider it unde- 
sirable because defense lines at 
that point could not be manned 
as economically as at the neck. 

3. Opportunities for air action 
beyond the limits of Korea have 
long been debated. They cover 


north of the Yalu river, bombing 
of China ports, and bombing of 
major war centers and railways 
in the interior. Speculation about 
these actions has normally 
pointed up the chances that if the 
United States engage in: all-out 
bombing of Chinese targets it 
would find itself in a war with 
Red China. 


4. There has also been serious 
consideration of a naval blockade 
of Red China. That would entail 
a large-scale commitment of 
American naval and aircraft and 
would raise the question of Com-

Bypassing Politicians in Picking

AYBE it is a bit early to be worrying about the end of the: 
national honeymoon. None the less, it is pretty plain that bad: 
trouble is already building up for President-elect Eisenhower. | 


Anyone can see it who spends much time around the American 
government-in-embryo that has its capital here in New York. 


The surface signs are simple 
enough. Take, for example, the 
state of New Jersey. Both New 
Jersey's Governor, Alfred Dris- 
coll, and New Jersey’s senior 
Senator, H. Alexander Smith, 
were for Eisenhower before Chi- 
cago. Neither was warned in ad- 
vance of the choice of a New 
Jersey business leader, Robert 
Ten Broeck Stevens, as the new 
Secretary of the Army. Gov. 
Driscoll, who might have liked a 
Cabinet place himself, was not 
much pleased. 

On top of this, another major 
appointment from New Jersey is 
now quite probable. The young 
and brilliant banker, Douglas Dil- 
lon, of Dillon, Read & Co., is re- 
ported to be tentatively slated for 
the ambassadorship to Paris. It 
will be an admirable appointment 
if it goes through. Yet Dillon has 
never been a Driscoll supporter. 
Driscoll heard about the probable 
appointment of Dillon only at sec- 
ond hand. The Governor’s already 
frayed temper was far from im- 
proved. 

Trouble in Pennsylvania. 

Again, in Pennsylvania, neither 
Gov. Fine nor Senator James Duff 
was notified of the prospective 
selection of Harold Stassen as 
mutual Security Administrator. 
Fine and Duff both regard Stassen 
as a carpet-bagger in Pennsyl- 
vania politics. Neither has been 
appeased by the appointment of 
one other Pennsylvanian to a 
minor post. These two notorious 
feudists of Pennsylvania politics 
have now been almost reconciled 
b, their common exasperation. 

In other words, the same sort 
of thing that caused Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft of Ohio to explode in 
public is also bringing many of 
Eisenhower's oldest political ad- 
mirers to a high, rolling boil. 
Most Republican politicians think 
the trouble comes from “Tom 
Dewey taking over.” As evidence 
for this theory, they cite the high 
confidence Eisenhower has shown 
in the former Dewey man and 
Attorney General-designate, Her- 
bert Brownell. 

The theory is, at best, only one- 


quarter true.

There is little contact any longer 
between Brownell and the New 
York Governor. In the past, no 
doubt, Brownell has been a high- 
powered political organizer, but 
present, by any reasonable test, 
Brownell is not acting as a politi- 
cian.

No Political Approach. 

The symbol of this important 
difference in approach is the job 
analysis of the 900-odd top federal 
posts, combined with elaborate 
dossiers of men qualified to fill 
these posts, that is now in con- 
stant use. This formidable cata- 
logue was prepared by New York” 
business men close te Brownell. 
According to those who should 
know, it is remarkably well done. 
Significantly, however, the dos- 
siers include almost no men with 
practical political background,’ 
and, indeed, virtually exclude all 
but leading business men. Only 
the lesser jobs, below the top 900, 
are classed as available for nor- 
mal patronage purposes. 

Here, it seems, is the heart of 
the present trouble. The Govern- 
ment is viewed as a gigantic busi- 
ness, which experienced business 
men are mostly likely to manage 
satisfactorily. The Republican 
politicians do not share this Eisen- ' 
hower-Brownell view. They like 
big business men, but they like: 
big business men in what they- 
conceive to be the place of busi-. 
ness men—at the heads of their. 
businesses. They do not like busi- 
ness men in what they regard as 
the place of Republican politi- 
cians—at the head of the Govern- 
ment, where Eisenhower is now 
putting so many business men. 

There are two things to be said 
about this trouble. First of all, 
there really seems to be no reason 
on earth for inflaming the poli- 
ticlans twice over, by failing to 
give them jobs, and by failing to 
warn them who will get the jobs.

Defending the Plaza Plan 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


In the Dec. 16 Post-Dispatch there ap- 
peared a letter signed by B. H. Tureen, 
who stated some of the reasons why he 
believes a continuous evaluation should 
be made of the urban redevelopment 
program in St. Louis. 

Mr. Tureen states as follows: “The 
theory and purpose of the Missouri Ur- 
ban Redevelopment Act is splendid, and 
St. Louis has much to gain through its 
proper usage. But poor judgment can 
result in a reverse effect...” 

The Urban Redevelopment Corpora- 
tion is in full accord with Mr. Tureen 
in this statement. Since Mr. Tureen is 
not a member of the Urban Redevelop- 
ment Corporation executive committee 
or board of directors he would not be, 
therefore, as informed as other mem- 
bers of the board as to the activities of 
the corporation. I believe that an ex- 

lanation of what has been going on is 
n order. 

The corporation’s board of directors 
and trustees consist of executives of 
many of the major corporations in St. 
Louis, including presidents of the larg- 
est banks in this area. The executive | 
committee meets regularly to study and 
review every phase of the urban re- 
development program. 


Research studies and surveys have 
been kept up to date and have been 
very carefully considered. Our com- 
mittee has kept informed of what is 
going on in other communities and we 
, are also fully aware of the local prob- 
lems which are involved. 

I believe Mr. Tureen’s real concern is 
based on a misconception of the real 
aims and purposes of the corporation. 
He states that the corporation was 
formed on the “theory that middle- 
income families desperately in need of 
low cost housing” was the basic pur- 


pose. 

This is not by any means all of the 
story. I should like to enlighten him 
and others who may believe that this 
restricted view represents the sum total 
of the corporation's activities by quot- 
ing from a report in 1950 by the late 
Gen. Clifford W. Gaylord, who played a 
major role in the formation of the cor- 
poration and whe served as its board 
chairman until h 5 death. 


Gen. Gaylord said. “This undertaking 
is necessary to stave off the blight and 
decay which all of us recognize as al- 
ready started in downtown St. Louis. 
The urban redevelopment program is 
the means by which private capital 
would be set in motion—with the co- 

ration of city, state and federal offi- 
oo and laws—to rehabilitate certain 
areas in downtown St. Louis, clear 
away old buildings and slums, and re- 
vitalize the sections by erecting modern 
and highly desirable apartments. .. . 
We all believe that the preservation of 
the downtown section %¢ paramount to 
rebuilding and rebirth of St, Louis.” 

Gen. Gaylord pointed out at the time 
that “there is no promotion and no 
promoters in this corporation—but only 
a desire to serve the community in the 
best possible manner.”’ 

These purposes and this philosophy 
still guide the corporation. I can as- 
sure Mr. Tureen and all other citizens 
of the community that we are aware 
of the current trends. But quite con- 
trary to Mr. Tureen’s belief, today more 
than ever the urban sredevelopment 
project as originally conceived is even 
more desirable and essential to the 
permanent growth of St. Louis. 

We welcome such comments as those 
of Mr. Tureen and others because we 
believe that this is one of the ways in 
which the essential points of the pro- 
gram may be emphasized and re-em- 
phasized.

have persisted, and still do, in the most shame- 
less propaganda attack upon this country and 
everything about it. it is strange business to 
‘propose peaceful discussions in the midst of a 
“hate America” campaign of words that reaches 
acandalous proportions. 

It is a characteristic of the Soviet system, 
however, that hate campaigns can be turned on 
or off like a spigot. Propaganda is a conse- 
quence of a given policy. It is quite possible 
for the lesser organs of the Seviet machine to 
continue a propaganda line based on previous 
instructions while the policy which gave it birth 
is undergoing change on a higher level. 

Whether this has now happened with respect 
to Korea it would be rash to say. But that the 
possibility exists is strongly suggested by point- 
ed comments from Western diplomats in Mos- 
cow which take on added meaning because they 
were passed through the Soviet censorship. 
These comments indicate that the Stalin state- 
ment is regarded as a preliminary feeler for a 
new peace effort, and one which should not be 
ruled out of consideration. 

In these circumstances it certainly should be 
American policy not to brush off the Soviet 
initiative but to find out at once—quietly and 
without fanfare—whether it looks genuine. If 
preliminary explorations indicate that something 
might be gained by direct negotiation with the 
Russians, then these ought to be pressed, pref- 
erably without publicity of the sort which often 
makes such sessions a propaganda duel. It was 
in this way that the Berlin blockade was ended, 
and a Korean settlement could ‘conceivably be 
achieved in the same fashion if the Soviet Union 
is genuinely “interested in ending the war in 
Korea.” 

The second part of the Stalin pronouncement 
—that in which he expressed hope for peace 
with the Western world and his willingness to 
meet with Gen. Eisenhower on easing world ten- 
sions—repeats a well worn theme. On principle, 
as the diplomats say, Stalin has been ready for 
such a meeting for some time, and so have Presi- 
dent Truman, Prime Minister Churchill, and 
other Western leaders. The difficulty has been 
a lack of assurance, in preliminary discussions, 
that a top-level conference had some chance of 
success. 

Whether this condition has changed will de- 
pend upon Soviet conduct in the future. The 
best evidence of a change would be a decent 
Korean settlement which both sides could hon- 
orably accept. Once that were out of the way, 
the Eisenhower Administration might well con- 
sider whether more extended negotiations of- 
fered reasonable hope of easing world tensions. 

Gen. Eisenhower stated during the campaign 
that he would be willing to meet Premier Stalin 
anywhere if there were reason to believe that 
such a meeting would aid the cause of peace. 
Preliminary discussions could establish the desir- 
ability of a conference, or the lack of it. But 
first, Korea. That is the acid test of Soviet 
intentions on broader world problems. 
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Naming the Freeholders 

Acting Mayor Albanese and the St. Louis cir- 
cuit judges have named the 18 St. Louis mem- 
bers to the two boards of freeholders that the 
people have called to tackle the transit and 
sewer problems. There were more than 49 can- 
didates for places on the two boards, thus en- 
abling the appointing authorities to pick and 
choose. 

That this opportunity for selection was valu- 
able is shown in the quality of the St. Louis 
delegations to both boards. By and large, the 
delegations are representative in character, in- 
cluding ‘persons with business and labor back- 
grounds. Each board also.includes a representa- 
tive of the city’s Negro community. 

St. Louis county’s delegations have yet to be 
named. When they have been chosen, the 
Governor will select one outstate resident to 
serve with each group; then each board can 
move ahead toward solution of the metropolitan 
area’s transit and sewer problems. 

The only unhappy incident that. mars future 
prospects is a lawsuit that may delay early com- 
pletion of the transit board. There are indicg- 
tions now that litigation may: be carried to the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 

But residents of the metropolitan area can 
take comfort in the fact'that the constitutional 
machinery for creation of the two boards has 
begun to move. The metropolitan appreach is 
the only approach that offers real hope for solu- 
tion of the transit and sewer problems. The 
going may be slow at first, but at least the 
machinery is pointed toward metropolitan unity.

The Premiers of France were calling on 
President Auriol again, not to bring him their 
holiday greetings, but to discuss the formation 
of a new government. That of Antoine Pinay, 
the seventeenth since the end of the war, had 
resigned earlier in the week. Like most of its 
predecessors, it foundered on the twin issues 
eof a bigger budget and higher taxes. M. Pinay 
did not even wait fer the questions to be 
brought te a vote. \ 

But in passing, it should be noted that his 


cabinet did come close to setting a record. It \ 


lasted for nine months of relative stability, and 
it survived 14.votes of confidence. Of all the 
post-war cabinets, it had the third longest life. 
But in view of the lack of parliamentary support 
for Pinay’s tough program to maintain stability 
of the franc and fight inflation, what was to be 
expected? 

The French are like people elsewhere—only 
more so. They want easier terms for housing 
loans, bigger pensions for veterans and war 
. widows, and lower instead of higher taxes on 
their wines and liquors. They want prices held 
in line, but they do not like a government 
which invokes economic controls. 

And then there are the French politicians, 
independent if nothing else and always ready 
for a crise. The Pinay government fell because 
the Popular Republicans, the largest element in 
its supporting right-of-center coalition, with- 
drew their support. The script now calls for a 
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and to take matters into hand in their own way. 
That would be disastfous. Perhaps the French 
will have to consider Mr. Pleven’s proposal of a 
minimum term of 18 months for any premier. 
Just how the French achieve governmental 
stability is; of course, up to them. But their 
. friends will be looking on with grave concern. 
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Exit the Tax Investigators 

In its final report the King subcommittee 
struck in all directions against poor administra- 
tion of the tax laws. But the tax investigators 
also touched the fundamental nature of the 
nation’s biggest business when they said: “The 
American tax system depends on honest self- 
assessment by taxpayers.” 

Not all the officers the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau has or could hope to have would ever make 
a success of tax enforcement without the will- 
ing co-operation of the public. ‘The laws are too 
complicated.: They depend first on honest re- 
porting by citizens, and beyond that, on an 


_honest belief that each citizen should do his 


share. 

Many of the suggestions of the Ways and 
Means subcommittee are intended to restore 
publie confidence in federal tax administration. 
For the taxpayers, the committee proposes more 
detailed record keeping and elimination of 
certain tax benefits which have been abused. For 
the Revenue Bureau, the committee suggests full 
publicity on tax compromises and use of official 
discretion in tax settlements, 

These general propositions are supposed to 
let taxpayers know more about what is going 
on in the. tax bureau, and let the tax bureau 
know more about what taxpayers are doing to 
fulfill the requirements of the law. 

Naturally the King group deals at length with 
personnel problems in the tax bureau. The 
Truman Administration already has reorganized 
the bureau and put all of it, except its director, 
under civil service. 

The committee now recommends higher pay, 
to make it easier for the Government to hold 
onto good officers. The investigators also ask 
for strict adherence to merit rules—for there 
has been recent evidence that politics can still 
override merit in bureau promotions. 

Most of the recommendations will be placed 
before Congress in a revised bill. And the King 
subcommittee wants Congress to continue its in- 
quiry. The best argument, for that is the sub- 
committee’s own record. Few investigations in 
Washington have produced more constructive 
results. 
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Twice-Told Tale 

Columnist Bob Considine complained the other 
day that this year’s Christmas cards were too 
secular.

A Year With the New License 


Missouri has had almost a year’s experience 
with its new driver’s license law. The record 
shows that the law has helped to get dangerous 
drivers off the road, but it still contains a 
flaw. 

Olen B. Curtis, who administers the law for 
the State Revenue Director, says the measure 
should allow suspension of licenses for first 
offenses. He will ask the Legislature to permit 
the state to withhold a license in serious cases 
of reckless driving. 

This change touches the underlying intent of 
driver’s license legislation, For licenses are less 
important in the way they are issued than in the 
way they are suspended or revoked. All the 
driving tests in the world do not make a license 
a guarantee of good driving. The really danger- 
ous driver shows up on the road, and then the 
license represents authority to put him off the 
road. 

The new law certainly allows for this. A 
license must be revoked for drunken driving 
or manslaughter in use of an automobile. A li- 
cense must be suspended for a period after 
three convictions of careless driving within two 
years, Driver’s convictions are reported by the 
courts .to Jefferson City, where many revoca- 
tions and suspensions become mandatory. 

But still the new law is not stringent enough, 
as Gov. Smith noted when he signed it. He 
pointed to improvements over the meaningless 
old 25-cent license. But he added that even the 
old law permitted suspension of licenses in 
serious first-offense cases, while the new one 
did not. 


A year’s record shows what this means. Revo- 
cations have increased, from 156 last year to 
461 under the new law this year. But at the 
same time, only 653 licenses were suspended 
this year, compared to 1560 last year. Judges 
lack the authority they used to have to withhold 
the right to drive. 

Gov. Smith, Mr. Curtis and a year’s experi- 
ence all argue for the change to be sought of 
the Legislature. A driver should be removed 
from the wheel of a car the first time he 
proves he is careless of the safety df others. 
He should not have to prove he is reckless three 
times. Once is enough.

Virginia Tries State Seizure 


Utility strike-prevention law is challenged on constitutional grounds 


by striking bus drivers; measure allows state to keep 15 per cent 
of profits during seizure as spur to bargaining; labor still sus- 


pects law and management claims it hurts; officials insist it is fair.

Virginia's public utilities labor code, 
highly touted by its exponents as a strike 
preventive, is running into trouble. 

wice in a row now, the state govern- 
ment, acting under the code, has seized 
and operated struck utilities, and twice in 
a row the strikers have continued to stay 
away from their jobs. Now, too, the code’s 
constitutionality is being attacked in court. 

Last month, union employes of the 
Alexandria, Barcroft & Washington Transit 
Co. bus line struck for seven days over a 
contract dispute, solidly ignoring the 
state’s invitation to return and work for 
the Commonwealth, which took over the 
company operations. 

More recently, AFL drivers and mechan- 
ics of the Arnold bus line walked out in an- 
other contract controversy, and again the 
union members refused to end their work 
stoppage when the Commonwealth seized 
the company. These strikers have gone to 
court to test the validity of the seizure. 

In the past—since the code was first 
adopted by Virginia in 1947—these union 
workers, although remaining technically 
on strike against their respectiveg com- 
panies, had been prompt to accept a bid 
to continue operating the lines under state 
jurisdiction. 


Code Needs Clarification 


What has happened? 

In the case of the two local transit 
unions—affiliated with the Amalgamated 
Association of Street, Electric Railway and 
Motor Coach Employes of America—the 
members as well as their leaders have be- 
come convinced the public utilities labor 
code is loaded against them, in favor of 
the transit companies. They ask, why 
should they co-operate with the state? 

Management similarly insists the code 
hurts rather than helps it. 


State officials—such as Industry and La- 
bor Commissioner E. M. on gga — 

ey 
claim it is aimed simply at protecting the 
public interest, the welfare, health and 
safety of the Commonwealth’s citizens. 

About the only thing all parties agree 
upon is that the code contains several con- 
fusing key passages which are sadly in 
need of clarification. 

For example, one clause in the state 
seizure act is so fuzzy the A.B.&W. union- 
ists interpreted it to mean they could not 
hold meetings in the State of Virginia 
while the state operated the struck bus 
company. Despite assurances of Commis- 
sioner Boggs, membership meetings were 
held in the District of Columbia. 

Another clause says the state shall keep 
15 per cent of the net income—profits 
made while operating any seized utility— 
and return 85 per cent to the company. 
This provision, state officials claim, acts 
as an inducement on management to seek 
a settlement through collective bargaining 
to averta strike.  ~* 

Labor leaders are frankly dubious about 
the restraining effects of 15 per cent, and 
point to another clause in the seizure act 
which states: 

“The utility shall be entitled to receive 
reasonable, proper and lawful compensa- 
tion for the use of its business facilities 
and properties by the state.” 


State Acts in 11 Cases 


This clause, say the union leaders, is a 
guarantee to the struck and seized com- 
pany that it will receive a fair profit, i.e., 
“reasonable compensation,” strike or no 
strike. 

The language may mean financial loss 
for the Commonwealth. Members of the

of the two .Washington area bus com- 


panies. 

As the result of utility seizures up to 
this time, the Commonwealth’s coffers 
have been augmented by $23,499.45 
through its 15 per cent “cut”—a somewhat 
less than startling yearly average of $4000. 

But what happens under the ‘ 
eompensation” provision if the utility loses 
money during the time it is seized or 


a 


fails to make a fair return during state 
preparation for seizure? That’s a problem 
for the courts. 

To date, Virginia has either seized or 
prepared to seize utilities on 11 octasions. 
Here's a run-down: 


Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Co., 
Accomac and Northampton counties, 
seized May 20-23, 1947. State profit: $62.76. 

Citizens Rapid Transit Co., Hampton, 
Newport News and Phoebus, seized July 
3 to Aug. 28, 1948. State profit: $245.40. 

Virginia Transit Co., Richmond, Norfolk 
and Portsmouth, seized Feb. 3 to March 
2, 1949. State profit: $1067.16. 


Alexandria, Barcroft & Washington 
Transit Co., Alexandria, seized July 21, 
1949, to May 19, 1950. No compensation, 
company operated at a loss during seizure. 


A Loss to Management 


Clifton Forge, Waynesboro Telephone 
Co., seized Aug. 1949 to June 1950, State 
profit: $4071.33. 


Washington, Virginia & Maryland Coach 
Co. (Arnold Lines), seized Nov. 2, 1949, 
to July 31, 1950. No state compensation. 

V.T.C. again seized Feb. 11 to June 20, 
1950. State profit: $18,052.80. 

Citizens Rapid Transit Co., preparation 
for seizure in June, 1951. 


V.T.C. again, 180 men trained in prepa- 
ration for seizure in January 1949. 

A.B.&W. again, Oct. 31 to Nov. 10, 
1952, trained 44 men in preparation for 
seizure. 


S.C.C. Counsel William Seibert thinks 
the law favors labor. 

He said he could envision a hypothetical 
situation wherein management was willing 
to settle with salary and fringe adjust- 
ments, which arbitrators had agreed were 
equitable, but if the union still refused 
to accept the settlement, management 
would continue to lose money through 
payment to the state of 15 per cent net 
profit as well as other expenses. 


“Both labor and the A.B.&W. lost 
during the 10-month, 1949 seizure,” he 
said. “Labor finally settled for little more 
than it had asked to begin with, and 
there was no retroactive pay increase. But 
the company lost more. Service was cur- 
tailed and income down, while overhead 
costs continued. And at the end, manage- 
ment stil was billed for costs incurred by 
the state during the seizure period.” 


Former AFL Official’s View 


State Labor Commissioner Boggs, for- 
mer international representative of a 
boilermakers’ union, observed that in 
some instances the law had heen “the sal- 
vation” of labor organizations for two 
reasons: , 


“Some unions could not have supported 
a strike during labor disputes, and the 
law gives them the chance to have it out 
with management while their members 
continue to earn wages. 


“Over a period of time, many unions 
ean build up membership and educate 
their members to union principles, mean- 
while becoming financially more sound.” 

He said he does not look upon the legis- 
lation as a “strike-breaking” law, because 
employes are given the chance to work 
for the state, “thereby eliminating the

Romance Among Outcasts 


THE MASK OF A LION, + Ry T, W. Simeons, (Al 
fred A. Knopf, 305 pgs., $3.50.) 

Occidentals who know of the lepers of 
India would scarcely look for romance 
among them or expect to find that in their 
shared misery they maintain a way of 
life marked by high courage and enlivened 
by gay companionship. Dr. Simeons, living 
among them and ministering to them for 
20 years in an untouchable world of their 
own, found surviving in them the human 
traits that are universal, unaffected by the 
horrors of their situation and indeed glori- 
fied by compassion and: mutual helpful- 
ness. 


What the doctor tells is derived from 
his experience as Director of Medical and 
Health Services in one of the states, fic- 
tionized except as to two of the principal 
characters. These are Bapu, maimed but 
merry, a natural leader of the outcasts, 
and Govind, a prosperous little tailor who, 
when stricken, left his family and became 
a member of Bapu’s group of wanderers. 

Very like gypsies 
are these wandering 
beggars as the doc- 
tor depicts them, 
with an elastic code 
of their own, find- 
ing in their depriva- 
tions certain satisfac- 
tions to compensate 
them for what they 
have lost, a _ social 
adjustment and, yes, 
romance, Govind 
finds his, pending 
his recovery, in the 
companionship of a 
provoking and light- 
hearted girl, 

herself immune but of leprous parentage, 
who chooses to continue in the only way 
of life that she has known. . 


The romance, though set against a re- 
peliant background, is acceptable as a re- 
lief from the pitiful ugliness of the over- 
all picture of life among the lepers.

This is a difficult novel to classify: sci- 
ence fiction with a college education might 
be one way of labeling it Mr. Wolfe has 
written a story of 1990 and filled it with 
dazzling verbal pyrotechnics. Not all of 
it has to do with his story, for our author 
just can’t resist showing what a brainy 
fellow he is. But if you enjoy seeing 
a writer flex his imagination in print, this 
is the book for you. 

The hero is a brain surgeon who has 
been rusticating on an unknown African 
isle while the world has been trying to 
vaporize itself in the third world war. Dr. 
Martine has occupied himself usefully by 
performing prefrontal lobetomies on the 
tribal natives to rid them of undesirable 
characteristics. When “civilization” acci- 
dentally stumbles on his hideaway, he 
deems it time to return to the outside 
world. What happens thereafter allows 
full scope for the author’s candid admis- 
sion: “This book is a grab bag of ideas 
that were more or less around at the mid- 
century mark.” With special assist from 
cybernetics and psychiatry, it might be 
added. 

In Mr. Wolfe’s favor it should be said 
that few writers of such unfettered imag- 
ination have burst into print outside the 
pulps in many a moon, and he ¢an write 
rings around any pulpiteer. The trouble 
‘is that he feels he must im all he 
knows. His exuberant prose is spattered 
with futuristic lingo that looks more im- 
pressive than it really is. Sample: “One 
cluster of linkages in the cerebral mantle 
and corresponding thalamic areas was fir- 
ing the erogenous zones.”

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TRUMANS CELEBRATE 
AT WHITE HOUSE 


First Family Get-Together in 
Washington for Christmas 
Since 1947. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP)— 
Young and old members of the 
Truman clan had an old-fashioned 
family Christmas celebration at 
the White House. . 

There was a big tree in the 
East Room and another in the 
private quarters of the first fam- 
ily on their last Christmas in the 


executive mansion. 

There were homefolks about— 
nine relatives of Bess Truman 
and, along with them, the Presi- 
dent’s sister and ‘ong time con- 
fidante, Mary Jane Truman. 

More important, in a way, for 
the first time since the Trumans 
moved into the White House there 
was a child to delight in the fes- 
tivities. She was 4-year-old Margo 
Wallace, daughter of Mrs. Tru- 
man’s brother, David. 

This family get-together was 
the first of its kind since 1947, 
the only previous Chistmas since 

arry Truman became President 
that he and his family have not 
spent the holiday in their home 
town of Independence, Mo. 

This year, it did not seem 
worthwhile for the President to 
make the year-end trip home 
since he’ll be going home for good 
right after Dwight D. Eisenhower 
is inaugurated to take his place 
Jan. 20. 

Truman started his 1952 holi- 
day observance Wednesday with a 
reception for almost 350 White 
House personnel and other Gov- 
ernment workers in his office. 

He followed it up Wednesday 
night with a Christmas message 
broad¢ast just after he set “the 
nation’s Christmas tree” alight in 
a carol ceremony on the south 
grounds of the White House. 
“Tonight,” he said, “our hearts 
turn first of all to our brave men 
and women in Korea.” 

The struggle there, he said, has 
been long and bitter but: 

“It has a hopeful meaning be- 
cause it is the common struggle 
of many free nations which have 
joined together to seek a just 
and lasting peace ... Whether 
we shall succeed depends upon 
our patience and fortitude.

It is a mood of self-examina- 
tion and self-doubt; a mood that 
looks beyond power and the loud 
assertions of power for values 
in religion and in life that are 
enduring.

She appealed in her first world- 
» Wide Christmas address as sov- 
ereign for the prayers of her peo- 
Ple that she -night reign with 
“wisdom and strength” in the 
years to come. 

Millions of persons around the 
world heard the Queen speak 
' from the study of Sandringham 
* House—the same room from 
which her father George VI and 
grandfather George V addressed 
the commonwealth on previous 
Christmas days. 

The speech was the main fea- 
ture of a Christmas broadcast last- 
ing several hours. 

The Queen evoked images of 
Raleigh and Drake and the other 
adventurous sea captains who 
roamed the seas building an em- 
pire for young Britain many years 
ago. 

‘Courageous Spirit.’ 

“Above all,” she said, ‘““we must 

. keep alive that courageous spirit 
‘of adventure that is the finest 
quality of youth; and by youth I 
do not just mean those who are 
young in years, I mean, too, all 
those who are young in heart, 
no matter how old they may be. 

“That spirit still flourishes in 
this old country and in all the 

- younger countries of our Com- 
monwealth. 

On this broad foundation let 
us set out to build a truer knowl- 
edge of ourselves and our fellow 
men, to work for tolerance and 
understanding among the nations 
and to use the tremendous forces 
of science and learning for the 
betterment of man’s lot upon this 
earth.” 

The Queen sat alone in the 
- study as she delivered the speech, 
which she wrote herself in long- 
hand. 

Listening in on a radio in an 
adjoining room were those who 
epitomized for Britons the glory 
of the past and the hope of the 
future—85-year-old Queen Grand- 
mother Mary, Queen Mother Eliz- 
abeth, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
4-year-old Prince Charles, who 
may some day be king, and his 
2-year-old sister, Princess Anne. 

Family Attends Church. 

A few hours earlier the Queen 
and other members of the royal 
family had attended church serv- 
ices at the nearby village church 
of St. Mary Magdalene. About 
2500 persons cheered them and 
shouted “Merry Christmas.” 

Greetings poured into San- 
dringham from.all parts of the 
commonwealth before the Queen 
spoke. It was her thirty-second 
radio broadcast. She first broad- 
east at the age of 14 when she ad- 
dressed children of the empire. 

Referring to her coronation next 
June 2, the Queen said: 

“At my coronation next June, 
I shall dedicate myself anew .to 

our service. I shall do so in 

e presence of a great congre- 
gation, drawn from every part 
of the commonwealth and empire, 
while millions outside Westmins- 
ter Abbey will lear the promises 
and the prayers being offered up 
within its walls, and see much of 
the ancient ceremony in which 
kings and queens before me have 
taken part through century upon 
century. 

“You will be keeping it as 
holiday, but I want to ask bo 
all, whatever your religion may 
be, to pray for me on that day— 
to pray that God may give me 
wisdom and strength to carry out 
the solemn promises I shall be 
making, and that I may faithfully 
serve him and you, all the days 
of my life.” 


PAY RISES FOR 3000 WORKERS 
IN ST, LOUIS AREA APPROVED 


Wage increases for more than 
3000 workers in the St. Louis 
area were approved recently by 
the regional Wage Stabilization 
Board at Kansas City, it was 
announced yesterday by Louis M. 
Solomon, regional chairman. The 
raises were in hourly advances 
and fringe benefits. 

Included in the approved ac- 
tions was permission for An- 
heuser-Busch, Inc., to hire a 
horseshoer at $2.50 an hour to 
care for the firm's 30 Clydesdale 
show horses and nine mules. 

One of the larger groups to 
receive wagé increases was 634 
production welders and cutters 
employed by the General Steel 
Castings Corp. of Granite City. 
A general increase of 13% cents 
an hour across the board was 
granted and piece workers now 
may be paid on the guaranteed 

hourly day work rate for one or 
more hours of continuous delay 
time.

Reports reaching heer said the 
prelate left his bed yesterday for 
the first time since the operation 
to eliminate a blood clot which 
was hampering circulation in his 
left leg. 

These reports were the first 
mention of an operation on Car- 
dinal Stepinac, whose recent ele- 
vation in rank caused a break 
in diplomatic relations between 
Yugoslavia and the Vatican.

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Feller Gives Up 
Hope of Reaching 
300-Game Goal 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (UP)—Bob 
Feller, having sweated out the 
poorest season of his career, re- 
vised his all-time goal sharply 
downward today. 

Feller, who has always been ex- 
tremely conscious of the overall 
record he will leave behind when 
he’s thrown his last fireball, no 
longer believes he can reach the 
300-mark in victories. 

Feller won only nine games this 
year, increasing his all-time total 
to 239. But, according to Feller’s 
figuring, he would have to aver- 
age 20.3 victories a year for the 
remainder of his career to make 
it 


“No question about it,” says 
Feller. “300 seems out of the 
question. I expect to quit after 
three more years so I'd have to 
win 20 or more in each of them. 
And I can’t see myself quitting 
after a 20-victory season.” 

Feller started the 1952 season 
with high-hopes of taking a giant 
stride toward his goal but he 
stumbled along below the .500 
mark and finally was dropped out 
of the Indians’ “big four starting 
rotation” by Manager Al Lopez. 

“I'd hoped to win 20 again and 
make 250 by the end of the sea- 
son,” Feller explains. “With 250 
won and three years to go, I'd 
have given myself a good chance.” 

There is no record that Feller 
and Lopez did not get along dur- 
ing the campaign but they cer- 
tainly got off on_the wrong foot 
and. appeared to stay there. 

Feller’s customary slow pace in 
the spring prompted Lopez to an- 
nounce that Bob might be 
dropped from the rotation if he 
didn’t show better stuff. He 
never was dropped, of course, as 
Lopez stuck by him until late 
August when the pressure of the 
race forced Lopez to ask Mike 
Garcia, Early Wynn and Bob 
Lemon “to go it alone.” 

Feller’s 9-13 record was by far 
the worst of his career—but some 
Cleveland officials insist he real; 
ly wasn’t as bad as the record 
makes him appear. 

They say that Feller often was 
victimized more by his own de- 
fensive infield than by his lack 
of stuff or control. They insist 
a 148-record for the season 
would be much closer to express- 
ing the type pitching Feller 
actually produced. 

Feller, now, 34, recuperated 
from his poor season with a trip 
to Europe. He must anticipate a 
full 25 per cent reduction in sal- 
ary for next year and almost cer- 
tainly will be among the hardest 
workers at Cleveland’s spring 
camp. 

For Feller, like DiMaggio, 
never will let himself be dragged 
into the ranks of the second- 
raters. He's got too much money 


and pride.

FLORIDA POLICE EXPERT 
SHOT TO DEATH BY SON 


HOMESTEAD, Fla., Dec. 26 
(AP)—James D. Barker, who as a 
police identification expert was 
called by the Duke of Windsor to 
assist with the Oakes murder case 
in 1943; was shot to death today 
by his son, James D. Braker Jr. 
John Tyler, chief of the county 
criminal bureau of investigation, 
said young Barker admitted the 
early morning shooting and was 
weeping uncontrollably in jail 
where he is being held for investi- 
gation.

TO CLEAR OUT BAR, IS SEIZED 


SHREWSBURY, England, Dec. 
26 (UP) — World War II Anti- 
Blitz Instructor Reginald Lang 
made use of his training when 
he entered a crowded bar on a 
cold night and couldn’t get near 
the fire. 

Lang threw a small packet of 
powder on the fire and the bar 
was cleared in two minutes. 
Patrons reeled away from clouds 
of a noxious white arsenial smoke 
choking, coughing, vomiting and 
gasping for breath. 

Lang was ordered to stand 
trial by the magistrate’s court 
for using a chemical — dipheny]l- 
amine-Cyanarsine — with intent 
to annoy. The powder causes ac- 
cute depression and vomiting. 


PRESENCE OF CHINESE REDS 
ON NEPAL BORDER CONFIRMED 


KATMANDU, Nepal, Dec. 26 
(UP)—The presence of Chinese 
Communists in the Nepal-Tibetan 
border area was confirmed today 
by a five-man official Nepalese 
“peace mission” which toured the 
border area for 75 days. 

The mission’s report said, how- 
ever, that there were “not more 
than 300” Red Chinese “engaged 
in developing a remote area.” 

The Tibetan border outposts of 
Taklakot and Barbeyand are de- 
scribed as strongholds of Nepalese 
Reds and frequently are reported 
overrun by Chinese Communist 
troops. The “peace mission” de- 
nied the Chinese had trespassed 
on Nepalese territory.

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NEW PRESIDENTIAL FLAGS 
MADE FOR INAUGURATION 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP)— 
New presidential flags, which-sig- 
nalize the presence of the nation’s 
chief executive wherever he may 
be, have been made for use in the 
Jan. 20 inauguration, the Army 
said today. 

Outgoing Presidents custom- 
arily take their flags with them, 
sO new ones were made for Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower at the 
Philadelphia Army quartermaster 
depot. 

There are four sizes of the flag, 
each bearing the President’s coat 
of arms embroidered in full color 
on a solid blue background, They 
are: the presidential colors, 4 feet 
4 inches by 5 feet 6, displayed at 
affairs of state; field flag, 6 fcet 
eight by 12 feet, flown at the 
President’s residence away frim 
the White House; the boat flag, 
3 by 4 feet, displayed on ships 
when the President is aboard; 
and the automobile flag, 142 teet 
by 2 feet 2 inches, displayed on 
automobiles transporting the 
President.

many of his comedies—a lonely man befriends an afflicted 
‘girl, restores her to the world of success, falls wistfully in 
Jove with her, and steps aside to give her to a younger and 
handsomer man. Here, the tramp is played with naturalism 
as a graying music hall comedian who has lost his touch and 
one job after another and fallen into drink. In his drab 
boarding house, he rescues a girl who has turned on the gas 
because she is affected with psychosomatic paralysis of the 
legs. From there on, she rises to success as a great ballet 
dancer, he sinks to lower failure, before, after a final mo- 
Ament of triumph, he dies in the wings. 

In place of his old pantomime, Chaplin has told his 
tory with some probing, searching dialogue, lucidly and 
passionately acted. The girl quests for a meaning in life. He 
tells her life is based not upon meaning, but upon desire.

And a Pathetic Skelton 


By a coincidence, “THE CLOWN,” at LOEW’S STATE 
this week, has some similarity in framewprk to “Limelight,” 
“in that Red Skelton, as a Ziegfeld comedian who has hit the 
skids through drink, scores a great comeback one night on 

television, then dies in his dressing-room. 
But where Chaplin’s approach was intellec- 
tual, that of Mr. Skelton and his co-workers, 
Director Robert. Z. Leonard and Writer 
Martin Rackin, is purely emotional. On that 
level, Red has done a wonderful job. As 
they say in the ads, “The Clown” will make 
you laugh and make you cry. 

‘« Nobody that I know of has called Red a genius, or a 
great artist. Yet anyone who hag followed his picture work 
knows he has exhibited flashes of -a gift for true pathos. 
Here he has been allowed to go the limit, and, to his great 
credit, he has shown fine restraint in situations that are 
essentially hokum. An intrinsic honesty in Red knifes cleanly 
through the hoke, and he is genuinely moving. 

This film seems to be a lineal descendant of “The 
Champ,” the Wallace Beery-Jackie Cooper opus of 1931. The 
prizefighter has been changed into a comedian, but still adores 
his small son, who idolizes him in spite of his raffish 
ways. There is still that scene where the father, knowing 
his own Worthlessness, pretends to be angry with his son to 
try to persuade him to go live with his mother for a more 
prosperous and orderly upbringing, and slaps the boy, It is 
a very affecting bit, one of many touching scenes. Tim Con- 
sidine, the 10-year-old who plays the son, and who looks a 
lot like Jackie Cooper, shows in his debut a real acting talent, 
free from that annoying sugariness or affected toughness of 
many kid actors. : 

Red has never been funnier in his on-stage scenes, 
especially in the television routines. We will always have 
clowns with breaking hearts, but if the Pagliacci are always 
as gifted as Red, I for one can take it. 


But a Juanty Guinness 


Alec Guinness is one famous comedian who manages to 
stay alive at the end of his picture this week. He is appearing 
in “THE PROMOTER” at the SHADY OAK AND PAGEANT, 
It is a mild and jaunty spoof of the traditional success story, 

from a novel, “The Card,” by Arnold Bennett. 

Laid in one of the five towns of England 

70 years ago, it shows Alec as a sly young 

man who doesn’t exactly cheat but does ere- 

ate opportunities for himself, and manages 

to carry off with an air of likable naivete 

such enterprises as persuading people to pay 

money to see the wreck of a small fishing 

schooner they could have seen for nothing, rent-collecting, a 

bit of usury, convincing people in another scheme that they 

can save while they spend, and inveigling a lofty countess into 

sponsoring his biggest project in the name of charity. He ends 

up mayor and the town hero. It isn’t as hilarious or as full of 

deft satire as some of the memorable Guinness films, but it is 
nicely appealing. 


And a Rowdy Mitzi 


In “THE I DON’T CARE GIRL,” at the AMBASSADOR, 
Mitzi Gaynor plays Eva Tanguay, the rowdy vaudeville gongs- 
tress, not as a comedienne with a breaking heart, but as one 
given more to breaking dishes. Producer George Jessel has 

offered some oblique comment on the ac- 
curacy of film biogs by approaching her 
story from three different and conflicting 
angles as told to the producer by three men 
associated with her, a la the Japanese film, 
“Rashomon.” What results, however, is 
probably as fictitious and unrevealing as 
any other movie life of an entertainment 
celebrity, and I suspect the approach was just a good excuse 
for Georgie to get himself into the act. 

It’s a rather ragged business with a flat ending as far 
as the story, but there are several exciting and flamboyant 
production numbers staged by Jack Cole (one in sheer black 
against yellow, based on abstract planes, another, a gaudy 
New Orleans Tenderloin epic, in scarlets and purples). And 
if Miss Tanguay sang “I Don’t Care” with all the explosive 
abandon of Miss Gaynor, or had half the vital personality, 
it’s no wonder she’s still remembered.

Before the days of leggy drum majorettes, when a brass 
band whs a high-class musical outfit, John Philip Sousa was 
march king.

O, as numerous studies show, 

Psychologist R. N. Carver 

compared marks in high school 
algebra. given to 135 boys and 
100 girls. There were no important 
differences in IQs or Algebra 
Achievement Scores between the 
boys and girls. However, both 
men and women teachers gave 
four to six points higher marks 
to the girls. There were less dif- 
ferences between boys and girls 
in the men’s marks than in the 
women’s. 


Answer to Question 2. 

Not very accurately. DePauw 
University psychologists had men 
and women students read speech- 
es over a loud speaker with 15 
men and 27 women judging the 
degree of self-confidence. Women 
were slightly better judges than 
men, but both were almost worth- 
less. A radio speaker may sound 
like he could tackle lions bare- 
handed, but he may be afraid of 
mice.

Wallpaper Over Plywood Walls. 
OU can use plywood for just 
Y about anything from an air- 
plane to a boat and one place 
where you find it a lot is on in- 
side walls. Now plywood makes an 
excellent wall and it can be deco- 
rated in just about any fashion 
you want but sometimes a little 
something extra has to be done to 
it before it is ready for finishing. 
If you have a plywood wall and 
want to cover it with wallpaper, 
you can’t just slap the paper di- 
rectly over the plywood. This 
won't work. What you should do 
first is to go over the plywood 
and drive down any exposed nail 
heads. Fill any cracks or seams, 
then size the wall and apply a 
single layer of felt paper. 
This felt is'applied in the same 
manner as a regulation wallpaper. 
You use a wallpaper paste and

the strips of felt are joined to- 
gether with close fitting butt 
joints. 

Needless to say, it’s important 
that the felt be applied smoothly 
because any lumps in the felt 
will show through the paper. Once 
the felt is in place and the paste 
is dry, you go ahead and apply 
the paper right over it.

Operators in San Francisco's Chinatown Have to Answer Calls in Five Dialects. and English 


-and-red lacquer pagoda

From its stone foundation to 
its three-pagoda roofs, the build- 
ing was designed to follow tradi- 
tional Chinese architecture. In 
China, three pagodas are a mark 
of importance and dignity, as well 
as a means of protection from 
severe heat and cold. 

The interior of the busy tele- 


. phone building is thoroughly Chi- 


nese. The walls are done in black 
lacquer, trimmed in red and gold’ 
and there is a predominence of 
hand-carved wood. But perhaps 
the most striking decorative fea- 
tures are the two large golden 
dragons which sprawl against a 
rose background above the ebony- 
finished switchboard. 

Seated before modern switch- 
boards constructed and main- 
tained by the Pacific Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. are 20 attractive 
girls. With tightly clamped ear- 
phones around their heads, they 
repeat one Chinese phrase over 
and over: “Dey huey she ah?” 
That’s “Number please?” in Chi- 
nese. 

These telephone operators are 
all of Chinese extraction. Some 
are daughters and even grand- 
daughters of men operators who 
handled calls when the exchange 
was founded in 1894. Many of 
these girls have lived in China- 
town most of their lives. Some 
are college graduates, but they 
all speak perfect English. 

When a new operator is added 
to the staff, she must spend her 
first three weeks memorizing the 
names, addresses, and telephone 
numbrs of the 2500 subscribers 
in the directory. In two or three 
months she has mastered the rou- 
tine of the work so well she can 
quickly recognize the _ party 
wanted, even when the number 
is not given. She can locate sub- 
scribers whether asked for in 
English or in the five Chinese 
dialects used by _ subscribers. 
These dialects include “Som 
Yup,” “Soy Yup,” “Heong Sow,” 
“Gow Gong” and “Aw Duck.”

nese city in the world outside of 
the Orient, where 20,000 persons 
live, the telephone exchange is a 
vital necessity. The operators are 
kept busy making connections es- 


pecially after midnight for those 
who have returned from the 
theater. Phone calls include or- 
ders for food and refreshments 
from many of the nearby res- 


taurants. The San Francisco Chi- 
nese also place hundreds of long 
distance calls to friends and busi- 
ness associates in other Pacific 
Coast cities. 


became editor of San Francisco's 
first Chinese language newspaper, 
The Occidental News. At that 
time 100 telephones were being 
used in Chinatown, and a single 
sheet of paper was Chinatown’'s 
only telephone book. Today, 
Chinatown uses what might be 
ealled America’s only “hand- 
painted” telephone directory. All 
names, addresses and numbers in 
this 4l-page book are lettered by 
hand in Chinese characters.

HEN a new phone book Is to 

-be issued, the telephone com- 

pany calls in its chief Chi- 
nese language letterer, Lau 
Chong a former University of 
California student. He first pre- 
pares a special reddish-brown 
colored thick ink called “mock.” 
Its principal ingredient comes 
from the ink sac of the cuttle fish 
found in the Pacific Ocean near 
Monterey, Calif. 

Chong buys the ink in dried 
form and grinds it thoroughly in 
a mortar called “mock woon.” 
He next mixes the powder with 


' water and pours it over a sponge 


which serves as an inkwell. The 
special bamboo brush tapered to 
a thin, fine point which the let- 
terer uses is known as the “put.” 

For two weeks Chong’s long 
fingers travel swiftly but care- 
fully over the paper, putting 
down the Chinese symbols. When 
one set is completed, the pages 
are sent to the engraver and are 
made into plates for printing on 
modern offset presses. 

Among the more prominent 
names listed in the telephone di- 
rectory is that of Quong Lee, one 
of the first Chinese telephone 
subscribers. Although Quong Lee 
has long since passed on to his 
final resting place, his name still 
remains in the phone book and 
over the little Chinatown antique 
shop which he founded. This 
store is now operated by his 
grandsons. 

The Chinese telephone ex- 
change has become a show place 
of San Francisco and continues 
to welcome thousands of visitors 
to Chinatown every year.

prepared horseradish. 

Method: Chop almonds. Cut 
olives from. pits and _ chop 
coarsely.

People get that 
idea because its death rate is 
declining. 

Tuberculosis remains the sev- 
enth leading cause of death. It is 
the only contagious disease 
among the first “10 causes of 
death. In fact, in the age group 
from 15 to 34 years, tuberculosis 
is the leading cause of death from 
disease, 

One reason for dramatically 
few@r deaths from tuberculosis is 
earlier case finding: 

The best estimates are that 
1,200,000 people in the United

' States have tuberculosis. Perhaps 


a half-million people have it and 
are spreading its germs around 
unknowingly. 

Diagnosing tuberculosis early is 
extremely important not only for 
your own future health, but also 
for those around you. Also, it’s a 
lot cheaper to treat early tuber- 
culosis. e

AT LEAST four to eight 
months of sanitorium treatment 
is necessary now to arrest the 
disease early. One-half to two 
years of treatment is needed for 
a moderately advanced case and 
several years for far advanced 
tuberculosis. With the average 
cost of sanitorium care at present 
about $10 a-day, you can easily 
see the money saved by finding 
this disease early. 

Chest X-rays at least once a 
years or whenever symptoms in- 
dicate is the best way for finding 
tuberculosis as early as possible. 

Preventing tuberculosis, like 
smallpox, with vaccination would 
indeed’ be wonderful. It isn’t 
likely such will be discovered. 
The reason is that people who 
have had tuberculosis do not have 
an immunity to it. In fact, they 
are more likely to have another 
outbreak of the disease later in 


life.

South considered his problem.

So, after 
careful thought, he proceeded as 
follows:

HEN the ground is slippery 
W thouents turn to putting on 


skid chains. 


The operation 


can be performed in a few min- 
utes at asm all charge at most 
any filling station. 

But what an act of surrender 
to call in others to help you in 
so simple a task. All you have to 
do is jack up the car, drape the 
chains over the tires and. hook 
the ends together. 

The jack, no doubt, will fall 
over on its side. You will not 
find the hole in which to engage 
the rod which winds the jack. 
Nor will you get the jack under 
the axle. 

That is because you cannot see 
what you are doing. You must 
«crawl under the car. If luck is 
with you, the rod soon will be 
engaged in the jack and the car 
jacked up. 

You now are ready to drape the 
chains over the rear wheels, bring 
the ends together and hook them. 
This will necessitate another trip 
under the car. But it should be 
easier than the first, since you 
have already blazed the way. 

As the chains are made of steel 
they cannot be stretched. Yet that 
apparently is what must be done 
if the ends are to be brought to- 
gether and hooked. The operation 
looks impossible. But any incli- 
nation to give up is countered by 
the thought that, since the ends 
have been brought together be- 
fore, it must be possible to do 
it again. 

Care will, of course, have be&h 
taken to protect one’s clothes. If

It impressed me at 
the time, and I feel one should 
not stop with the mere asser- 
tion that there is a reasonable 
doubt regarding the loyalty of 
a man who has spent most of 
his life in the service of his 
country. There must be con- 
crete charges made that can 
be proved or disproved. 

Mr. Budenz’s word surely 
cannot be any more  trust- 
worthy than Mr. Vincent's. 
There must be ways of proving 
or disproving any actual 
charges of disloyalty. A man’s 
career should not be ended 
with a cloud “of reasonable 
doubt” hanging over him after 
he has given the best that was 
in him to his country through 
many years of * aera 

I BEGIN to wonder whether 
it is possible in the @resent 
mood of the country to get a 
fair trial for anyone. To have 
been even a fellow traveler 
back in -the early ‘30s was 
nothing astonishing, and it was 
less astonishing in the early 
’40s when the Russians were 
our allies in a war and we were 
glad to have them as allies. 
They saved the lives of count- 
less of our boys. 

Since the end of the war the 
pattern of what Communism is 
like has been unfolding before 
our eyes and we have come to 
understand it increasingly bet- 
ter and to like it less and less.
